and most skillful contractors in the 
country at the least risk to them and 
at the least expense to the govern- 
ment 
This purpose failed, he stated, 


as the contractors) whose persottal 
services in the work are what the 
commissioners sought, had made ar- 
rangements to divide the profits under 
the percentage bid with bankers and 
others to whom the contractors have 
had to look for needed capital. 


The intention of the president is 


that there shall be an entire reorgan- 
ization of the commission, wtth three 
army officers of the engineer corps, its 
leading members, who are to have 
charge of the engineering features of 
the canal work. The chairman and 
engineer in-chief 
of the commission 


will be Major G. W. Goethals, and his 
associates will be Major D. DuB Gail- 
laid and Major William L. Sibert, to 
rank in the order named. These offi- 
cers are all comparatively young, am- 
'iitious and energetic members of the 
corps 
The reorganization is to be- 


come effective immediately upon the 
confirmation and retirement of the 
old commission. Senator Joseph C. 
S. Blackburn of Kentucky, who re- 
tires from the United States senate 
on March 4, is to be made a member 
of the reorganized commission. The 
nominations of the present commis- 
sions now pending before the senate 
include Messrs, Shonts, Stevens En- 
dtcott, Haines, Herrod, Gorgas and 
Jackson Smith. Their confirmation 
Is desired in order to remove all 
doubt as to the legality' of certain 
acts they have performed in connec- 
tion with the making of contracts. 
The president is not aware of the 
specific reasons which have been in- 
fluential in prompting Mr. Stevens' ' 
lesignatlon. It surprised him very 
much, for as late as the middle of 
December, when he was here, Mr. 
Stevens made no mention of his wish 
o retire in the near future. It has 
been known, however, that Mr. Ste- 
vens has been stung very much by 
criticism aimed at him in connection 
with canal work, and he has been dis- 
posed to complain somewhat about 
:hem. Some^of this criticism came 
>iit during the hearings before com- 
mittees of congress. The salary quea- 
;ion also Is understood to have had 
an important bearing on his retire- 
ment. It Is understood that Mr. Ste- 
vens*is leaving the government's ser- 
rice to accept a position In connec- 
lon with a great engineering enter' 
prise ia this country.

New York, Feb. 27.—Alienists now 


have their inning in the Thaw trial, 
the cross-examination of Mrs. Evelyn 
Nesblt Thaw having been completed. 
The re-direct and re-cross examina- 
tions of Evelyn were of the briefest 
character. 


District Attorney 
Jerome began 


his cross-examination of Dr. Britton 
D. Evans, one of the alienists for the 
defense. 
He will follow this up by 


cross-examining Dr. Charles G. Wag- 
ner, and then Doctors Deemar and 
Bingaman will be called in rapid or- 
der. The trial at last seems to be 
entering upon its final stage. 


Just before Harry Thaw was taken 


out of the courtroom he handed the 
reporters the following note: "Mrt. 
Thaw and Lady Ashburton, formerly 
Frances Belmont, were not friends. 
They were simplyacquaintances when 
both were playing at the same the- 
ater." 


The completion of Mrs. Thaw's ex- 


amination followed the unsuccessful 
effort of the prosecution to draw from 
Abraham Hummel certain facts relat- 
ing to the affidavit which Mrs. Thaw 
is said to have made in Hummel's law 
office. In this affidavit, it is declared, 
there was an allegation that Thaw 
had beaten the girl abroad in 1903, 
when she told him there was no truth 
in the story about her relations with 
Stanford White. Mr. Delmas blocked 
practically every question put to 
Hummel. The witness got no further 
than to say he knew Mrs. Thaw; that 
she came to his office Oct. 27, 1903, 
and that he dictated to a stenographer 
while she was there. Justice Fitzger- 
ald held that under the rules of evi- 
dence covering Mrs. Thaw's testimony 
the introduction of collateral facts 
was not permissible. The district at- 
torney is not allowed to controvert 
her testimony in any way, but may 
test her credibility. Mr. Jerome said 
in open court that he realized that 
even if he could show Stanford 
White was in Europe the night Mrs. 
Thaw declared she was assaulted by 
him, 
he would not be allowed to In- 


troduce such testimony. 
It was re- 


ported that Mr. Jerome has much tes- 
timony to offer in rebuttal, but as it 
is nearly all of a collateral character, 
he will not be allowed to place It be- 
fore the Jury. 


Mrs. 
Thaw was given the opportu- 


nity to clear up the odds and ends of 
her story. Mr. Jerome Introduced in 
evidence her schoolgirl diary and 
read certain extracts from it. They 
caused many smiles in the courtroom, 
reflecting, as they did, the 
young 


woman's views of life during that 
period. Mrs. Thaw denied again that 
she had ever used a penny of the let- 
ter of credit Stanford White gave to 
her under seal before she went to 
Europe with Thaw and her mother. 
She denied that she had ever been 
mentioned In any way in connection 
with the James A. Garland divorce 
case. She said Stanford White paid 
all her brother's school expenses, and 
identified receipts and checks signed 
by her mother showing that the latter 
drew more than $3,000 from Stanford

Assertion Made That Stuyvesant Fish 


Was Deposed From the Presidency 
of Illinois Central Because of Mis- 
conduct—Charges and Admissions 
Made at the New York Hearing. 


New York, Feb. 27.—An attack on 


Stuyvesant Fish, in which his re- 
moval from' the office of president of 
tbe Illinois Central railroad was at- 
tributed solely to his misuse of the 
company's funds to support a totter- 
ing trust company, was the principal 
of several sensations with which Ed- 
ward Harriman, the most powerful 
railroad magnate in the country, star- 
tled the interstate commerce commis- 
sion and a crowded courtroom here. 


The session was a notable one and 


made a remaikable contribution to 
the financial history of the time 


During examination, Mr Harriman 


refused to answer questions as to 
individual stock transactions, but of- 
fered explanations of the transfer of 
300.000 shares of Southern Pacific 
stock to William G. Rockefeller dur- 
ing an attempt of James R. Keene to 
secure control of the road, and of the 
delayed announcement of the divi- 
dends in Union and Southern Pacific. 


Commissioner Lane, leaning across 


the bench, made an impressive sketch 
of the enormous acquirements of the 
Union Pacific under Harriman. 
He 


begun with the issuance of $100,000,- 
000 in. bonds and traced its purchases 
out to Portland on the coast, on to 
the orient by steamship lines, back to 
San Francisco, to Ogden, to New Or- 
leans, to New York by steamship, into 
the Northern Pacific and out again 
into the Alton, the Illinois Central, 
the Santa Fe, the Baltimore & Ohio 
and the New York Central. He was 
facing the witness and, pausing for a 
moment, said: "Where is that thing 
going to stop?" The master operator 
smiled and somewhat nervously said: 
"I think it has stopped. I don't thin* 
we have any more—I would go on if 
1 thought we could realize something 
more than, we have got from those 
securities. I would go on and buy 
some more things." 
, The government attempted to show 
that the Union Pacific charges unfair 
rates, stifles competition in the vast 
territory traversed by its lines, and 
that its dividend of 10 per cent find 
its expenditure of $240,000,000 of blfet- 
terments came from an unfair toll on 
its patrons. Other events of the ses- 
sion were an academic discussion of 
i ail way regulation by high authorities 
on either side, that ran from a plea 
for legalized combinations of rail- 
roads under government supervision 
to a suggestion that the government 
control railway stock issues; a charge 
and an admission that the misconduct 
of the railroads created the popular 
anger that moves determinedly for 
their regulation; a charge that no 
other country in the world is so hos- 
tile to large transportation interests; 
an assertion that the purchase of the 
Southern Pacific by the Union Pacific 
had given the southwest 10 years' ad- 
vantage in development; that the 
failure of the Union Pacific to secure 
the Northern Pacific left the north- 
west 10 yeais behind where it would 
have been if control had been ob- 
tained.
